Meet Me at the Rodeo 


A bit homesick but up to hts 
ears In flying. I. E. (Shorty) Ran­ 
som. former Daniel Baker College 
athletic coach, may visit Brown- 
wood and Comanche during 
a 
14-day leave of absence from the 
Royal Canadian Air Force in Sep­ 
tember. 
Rdnsom. now a staff pilot at 
Canada’s 
only 
air 
navigation 
school, was recently transferred 
from Picton to a tiny town in the 
province of Manitoba. 
Writing home to friends, he ex ­ 
plained his work in the following 
words: 
“Navigators are trained 
here 
and after certain ground studies, 
they are sent out on trips where 
their calculations are made by 
astral navigation, or shooting the 
sun <by day) and stars (by night*. 
“We ‘staff pilots’ fly whatever 
course they tell us. Of course, ?f 
they get lost it is up to us to i 
bring them home. This is not as i 
tough as it sounds. In the first | 
place, the crew consists of a first, 
navigator, second navigator and I 
a wireless operator can get a “fix” 
for the navigator to work on. And 
in nasty weather, we can fly the 
beam.* Practically all our flying 
is on instrum ents, even in good 
weather. We m ust fly at a con­ 
stan t air speed, constant altitude 
and hold the course required w ith­ 
in 2 degrees, so we simply have 
to watch the instrum ent panel to 
fly thus. 
“Even our climbs to required 
altitudes and descents m ust be 
at a certain air speed and at s j 
m any feet per m inutes. 
‘ Believe me. these kids get u n a / t , 
at navigation too. For Instance, a 
staff pilot takes out a crew to j 
fly a course at 120 miles per hour I 
to a designated place and return.! 
Another plant will fly a tria n g u la r: 
course and plan to intercept this 
first plane at a certain time. The 
latter travelng at 150 miles per 
hour. The staff pilot is inform ed 
as to 
estim ated time of in ter­ 
ception.’ At th at exact m inute It 
behooves the pilot to take a look 
around the sky or he Is apt to 


bust that other plant in the mid­ 
dle. 
“We fly twin-motor Avrol Ant­ 
enna—a 
low-wing 
monoplane. 
They are still used in England for 
coastal patrol duty. They are % 
good plane and are always In fine 
condition. I’m enjoying the wort. 
"Only drawback It that we llv:- 
35 mile« from the airdrome ami 
the drive back and forth it tough. 
"Had a letter from John Bar­ 
ton. He la going into the Air Ser­ 
vice. Uncle 8am gets a damn 
good flyer there. He is a natural, 
at a flyer and one of the bett 
ladt 1 ever knew. 
“A gang of wet pilots were fig­ 
uring Just about where one of our 
trips would take us going south 
to U. 8. A. The distance covered 
would take ut to about Kansas 
City. Yesterday I had a crew who 
were on their first trip. It was 
flying at 10.000 feet and above a 
solid overcast. They missed their 
objective and got lost. I’m satis­ 
fied we were in North D akota 
for about an hour. I felt sorry 
for the kids. They were afraid 
I d turn in a poor report on their 
efforts 
I didn’t. They were so 
green th a t when I went into the 
clouds they ducked as thoufh the 
plane was going to hit a brick 
wall.
